SAN JOSE, ci Nov. 27—Thomas 
H. Thurmond and John D, Holmes, 
confessed kidnapper-slayers of Brooke 
Hart, were lynched here Sunday night 
by a mob of 100 men who smashed 
théir way into the county jail after a 
two-hour, battle to seize the pair, 

A whooping, cheering crowd ¢s- 
timated. at 6000 persons looked on. 

Thurmond, first to confess was un- 
conscious when dragged to St. James 
park, 100 yards from the jail, partially 
stripped ahd hanged to a tree. 

Holmes, a powerful man, fought for 
his life in vain. Twice he wrenched 
his hands free and Tifted the noose 
from his head, but the third time it 
was put there to stay, and, still kick- 
ing, he was yanked into the alir. 

The lynching occurring only a few 
hours after the torn body of young 
Hart, son of a wealthy San Jose mer- 
chant, had been taken from San Fran- 
cisco Bay, climaxed a spectacular bat- 
tle between officers barricaded in the 
jail and the determined mob. 

The muttering throng began to ga- 
ther about the jail about 9:00 p.m. 
Two shots, fired from the crowd as 
a signal gtarted the first attack. Offic- 
ers from within the jail let loose tear 
gas bombs. Blinded and weeping, the 
attackers fell back. By this time 3000 
persons had gathereti to watch. The 
mob could not be held off and on their 
second attack smashed their way into 
the jafl and after knocking the sheriff 
unconscious and subdueing the guards, 
dragged out the whimpering prisoners. 
Holmes was knocked unconscious 
before he was hanged.

Death Penalty Fund Grows 


Kenneth and William McLean, fath- 
er and son, walked calmly to the gal- 
lows early Friday. The son died first 
with his lips sealed after he had said 
goodbye in the death cell to his fath- 
er, while the father met his death with 
a farewell uttered to witneswes grouped 
about the scaffold. 

The bodies were buried within an 
hour in remote corner of the jail prem- 
ises, with car lights to ald the prison- 
er and guard workmen, 

The men were convicted of the mur- 
ler of Walter BE. Parsilile, Manville 
wheat farmer, in September, 1932, and 
were hanged after appeals to the sup- 
reme courts of A¥Yberta and Canada had 
failed and after executive clemency 
had been denied, 

As the son left the death cell block 
first, he paused at the doonway: 

‘Goodbye, father” he said simply. 

“Goodbye, son,” Kenneth answered. 
“We've travelled many a rough trail 
together and we'll travel this one. 
We'll keep going along the same way.” 

The two glanced momentarily inte 
each others eyes, and the boy march- 
ed out in the corridors to reach the 
scaffold. He never spoke after leav- 

the death cell, 

Kenneth, 22 minutes later, started 
his march to the scaffold. En route 
one of his light carpet slippers slipped 
off the heel. He paused for a mom- 
ent, kicked it balck on, and smiled, 
“IT guess I better keep that on so I 
won't catch, cold.” He experienced 
further trouble, however, and at the 
foot of the scaffold kicked offf both 
slippers. He died in his stockinged 
feet. 

As Hangman Arthur Ellis adjusted 
the black cap and noose, Kenneth de- 
clared in a loud, clear tone: “Goodbye, 
men—all of you.” 

With the men on the gallows when 
they died were Major Hector Hab- 
kirk, Edmonton, and Staff Sergeant 
T. Stewart, Calgary, both officers in 
the Salvation Army. Stafit Sergeant 
Stewart was an, ensign, when station- 
ed here some years ago, 

‘William went to the gallows at 3:47 
am. and his body was cut down 12 
minutes later, At 4:09 am. the trap 
was sprung from beneath the father 
and he was cut down in 8 minutes. 
Neither was on the scaffold, before 
death for more than 10 seconds, 

The bodies were placed in rough 
pine boxes and taken out to the graves 
which had been prepared Thursday. 
The Salvation Army men _ wperformed 
the last rites, and at the same mom- 
ent an inquest was in progress, and 
Offickal notification announcing the 
hangings were posted on the doors of 
the jail. There were two notifications 
for each death, one announcing that 
the jail physician, Dr. T. W. E. Henry, 
had examined the prisoner and found 
him to be dead, and the other an- 
nounding that the sentences of death 
had been carried out in the presence 
of witnesses,

Beef Cattle Smaller 


Demand Is Also For Lighter Sheep 
And Hogs 


Because the public has become 
more particular about its food during 
the ‘past 10 or 15 years, beef cattle 
and sheep are smaller in size today 
than they were a decade ago. And 
another reason is that families are 
smaller now than they used to be 
and more of them live in apartments. 

This was one of the things revealed 
in an interview with J. C. Steckley, 
professor of animal husbandry at the 
Ontario Agricultural College. For 
eleven years he has been professor of 
animal husbandry at the O. A. C., and 
previous to that was agricultural 
representative in York county. 

In the old days bee? cattle were H 
bulky animals. Those were the times | 
‘when a cut or a roast would be served 
up in the average family for several 
days. But now, Prof. Steckley ex- 
plained, the housewife and her family 
want meat that is more tender and 
they want more variety in their meat 
dishes. They don’t want a roast to 
last two or taree or more days. They 
want a different kind of cut every 
day, or as often as they have meat 
served. 

“In sheep, the same situation. has 
came to pass,” Professor Steckley 
said. “The lamb now in demand 
weighs 80 pounds. Years ago they. 
_| were bigger and heavier. Less lamb 

and mutton is consumed in Ontario 

than in England, allowing for the dif- 
ference in population, but more pork 
ig eaten here than in the Old Coun- 
try. Very few farmers specialize in 
sheep raising.” \ 

In the hog raising industry the 
weight of the animals has become 
stabilized at about 200 pounds. This 
has been the standard weight for 
years. But 15 years ago farmers fat- 
tened their hogs to weigh far beyond 
this figure.

This Time United States And Russia 
Change Places 

Apropos of President Roosevelt's 
gesture of recognition toward the So- 
viet Socialist Republic, a gesture that 
has been withheld for some fifteen 
years, it is interesting to recall that 
it took Russia thirty-three years ‘to 
recognize the infant Republic of the: 
United States. The great Empress 
Catherine thought the American Re- 
public an infamy—a people who dared 
challenge the divine right of emper- 
ors; who separated the Church from 
the State, and who had the insolence 
to declare that all men were‘born free 
and equal. To her Imperial Highness, 
this was anarchy. 

There followed the rule of the Em- 
peror Paul, who played safe conserva~ 
tism until Russia got rid of him. by 
‘strangling him—the Russian alterna- 
tive for elections: His successor, Alex- 
ander I., did not quite see why he 
should recognize, a distant country 
across the sea, but as time went on 
and the other ntaions were doing it, 
and the thing became expedient. from 
a trade standpoint, he consented to 
take the risk. 

Now, after more than a century, it 
is the United States which is debating 
whether it should recognize Russia— 
and for the same reasons. It is a 
curious prank of history.—Ottawa 
Journal.

The 
jurist believes that only In this way 
can the war against crime be won. 
Funny thing about those entrusted 
with the operation of the legal ma- 
chinery in the country next door is 
that, almost without exception, they 
run to extremes. It will occur to the 
average reader of newspapers, we 
think, that if there was. stern. and 
summary punishment of the known 
law~breakers in thé United States the 
crime situation would quickly .be 
cleaned up. The. Chicago judge has 
reasoned it out the habitual criminal 
has ‘forfeited his right to live in so- 
ciety, and should be done away with. 
There are records, however, of old 
offenders reforming and leading use- 
ful lives, and we have an idea that 
the Chicago jurist’s idea will go beg- 
ging for support. General opinion 
seems to be that the crime problem 
needs a more up-to-date solution than 
this one, which is but a throwback to 
the days when criminals of all classes 
were hanged on ‘the public gallows as 
object lessons. Those public execu- 
tions did not prove to be the deter- 
rent they were expected to be, and 
there was none to submit a brief for 
them, when an enlightened citizenry 
demanded abandonment of the ghast- 
ly practice.—Hamilton Spectator.

Ridiculous Funeral Customs 


The origins of certain funeral cus- 
toms were recalled by A. Mounsfield, 
in an address to a conference of the 
National Association of Cemetery 
and Crematorium Authorities in Lon- 
don, England. Explaining why peo- 
ple return from funerals by a differ- 
ent way from that of the first jour- 
ney, he said that this was done “to 
outwit ghosts.’ A body was carried 
out of a house feet first in case it saw 
its home and found its way back. In 
some Cheshire villages a cortege still 
went three times round the village to 
confuse the spirit. The darkening of 
rooms, the repetition of a three-fold 
formula at the graveside, the covering 
ovér of mirrors and bright objects, 
were all survivals of ancient supersti- 
tions, Mr. Mounsfield declared. ‘In 
Britain,” he continued, ‘‘some of our 
funeral habits have been very much 
in the nature of a disguise. I remem- 
ber my grandfather going to a funer- 
al with a hat band that went five 
times round his hat and hung down to 
his waist. The reaction to death is 
fear, and mourners disguise them- 
selves in order that the spirit should 
not recognize them. 


Selling In Slack Season 


Beekeepers Might Profit By Disposing 
Of Honey Slowly 

The beekeepers year is rapidly draw- 
ing to a close and the’Bees are ready 
for winter. To the man who sells his 
honey in bulk at the end of the sea- 
son there remains the problem of pro- 
fitable use of the time for the re- 
mainder of the year. This problem 
is especially acute in times like the 
present, when few jobs are available 
for spare time. When prices are nor- 
mal the beekeeper may well sell his 
honey in bulk and spend the winter in 
enjoying a change of scenery if not of 
occupation. Most beekeepers will find 
it to their advantage, however, to 
spend some of the winter period in 
retail selling of their crops. This will 
not only serve to increase the in- 
come by getting retail prices, but it 
will also serve to help the market by 
finding outlets which would be over- 
looked by trade. In country districts 
beekepers can often exchange their 
honey for numerous articles needed 
by the family when they find it diffi- 
cult to sell for cash.

Naturalist Says People Would Enjoy 
Watching Praying Mantis 

The praying mantis, a slender in- 
sect with long thin legs, may soon be- 
come an American household pet, ac- 
cording to Dr. Walter F. Shelton, of 
American University. 

Tn an article published by the 
American Nature Association, Dr. 
Shelton points out the praying mantis 
has for centuries been held in rever- 
ence by Oriental peasants, French 
farmers and the Hottentots. 

The insect derives its name from 
the position of the two forelegs 
which it folds together compactly to 
resemble an attitude of prayer. 

“If you want to enjoy this insect 
at its best,” Dr. Shelton said, “be on 
the lookout for an egg-case or two 
this winter. Do not bring them into 
the warm house as they will hatch 
out before you can find food for the 
infants. A rectangular aquarium with 
@ screen top makes a fine home. 

“A8 soon as the mantis reach any 
considerable size you will have to pro- 
vide separate apartments for each 
one, as they are cannibalistic when 
hungry. Any live insects not too large 
for them to handle will make satis- 
factory food. 

“My personal experience leads me 
to believe they will give you many 


hours of pleasure and much amuse-

The N.R.A. campaign in the United States, if it has not added a new 
word to the vocabulary of the American people, has at least given a popu’ar 
and significant meaning to an old word, and ‘has brought that word into 
every day conversation. It is being used by everybedy from President Roose- 
velt to the man on the street corner. The word is “Chisel,” “Chiselled,” 
“Chiselling.” It has become an accepted slang phrase, and like so many 
slang words and phrases it is very appropriate for the use to which it is 
being put. 


In its usually accepted meaning, “Chisel” is the name of an instrument 
of iron or steel used in carpentry, joinery,. cabinet work, masonry, sculpture, 
etc., for paring, hewing, or gouging. In its slang adaptation it is applied to 
mean “to cut close,” as in a bargain; in a word, to cheat. ' 

Thus, under the now almost universal N.R.A. codes in the United States 
providing for shortening hours of labor, increasing wages, controlling sales 
prices, regulating production, the word is being applied to the individual or 
the concern which by one devious means or another: seeks to pare off a little 
‘here or there from the spirit of the agreement into which they have entered, 
or to gouge a little out of their workmen or their customers. Such individ- 
uals or concerns are known as “Chisellers,” and thé tactics employed by 
them as “chiselling.” They are apt atid expressive words when so ‘used. 

One is inclined to extend the application of these terms beyond the 
N.R.A. in the United States, and apply them generally to the attitude of 


.™any people in all lands and of all classes and conditions to life itself, its 


manifold duties and responsibilities. 


There is the boy and girl in school whose education is being provided for 
them possibly at great expense and very real sacrifices by their parents but 
who, instead of applying themselves diligently to their studies for the few 
brief years of school training, are just “chiselling”’ their way through. devot- 
ing only sufficient time and thought to their work to “get by” but not really 
and earnestly striving to make the most of their opportunities. They are 
responsible for waste all round,—waste of money and of personal sacrifice 
by their parents, waste of their own time and opportunities, waste of the 
teacher’s time and effort. They are chiselling something out of their own 
Hyes which, to their lasting regret in later years, they can never replace. 

There is the teacher who, instead of giving of their very best to their 
pupils, and taking a keen interest in their advancement, are content to just 
“get by” their inspector and retain thein positions by having a sufficiently 
satisfactory number of “passes” by thefr pupils irrespective of the fact as to 
whether or not real instruction has been given to them. af 


There are the “clock watching” employees,.clerks; stenographers, work- 
men in all trades, laborers in every field, who, instead of striving to give | 
maximum of efficient service in return for the wages paid to them, are time- 
servers, doing just as little as they can, gouging their employers of time and 
effort which rightfully belongs to them. On the other hand, there ig the 
employer who in one way or another gouges his most faithful employees. 

There is the contractor and the manufacturer who gouges the public by | 
using shoddy instead of ‘pure materials, who pares off a port’on of the right- 
ful amount of material that ought to go into the production of an article or 
in the construction of a building, and who is not above slipping one or two 
imperfect articles into a sh'pment of goods, or using some defective material 
in a building where it is buried away from sight. They are chisellers, and 
are indifferent to the fact that their chiselling may result in disaster, great 
loss and suffering to others. ; 


There is the debtor on the one hand who resorts to every kind. of 
a dodge in an endeavor to escape payment of his just debts, and the creditor 
on the other hand who takes advantage of the difficulties of his debtors to 
despoil them for all they have regardless of the fact that those difficulties 
may be beyond the debtor's. control and which to the best of his ability he 
ig striving to overcome. Both classes are chisellers. 

There is that large group who have a perverted twist or kink in their 
characters which induces the belief that it is all right to try and get the 
best of Governments,—persons who will smuggle, persons who “chisel” with 
great ingenuity when filling out an Income Tax form, persons who surrepti- 


tiously use their radios or motor cars without a license, and so forth and so 
on, 


Then there are numerous people who “chisel” in the discharge of their 
general obligations as citizens. Men and women, for example, who are too 
indifferent to even take the trouble to cast a ballot; who defame all persons 
in public office who are endeavoring to serve the public welfare; who char- 
acterise politics as dirty and corrupt and who stand aloof therefrom instead 
of discharging their own duty and actively assisting to raise the standard of 
public life. 

Possibly each and every one of us Is a chiseller in one way or another. 
And it might not be a bad idea for all of us to take stock of our own attitude 
towards many things and thus seek to discover just wherein we are 
chisellers. e 

Then, there is the other phase of chiselling. The sculptor who takes an| 
uncouth block of wood, stone or marble and chisels away until there emerges | 
a thing of beauty. Such a one is typical of many men and women who are, 
devoting their lives to chiselling away the sordidness, the ugliness, the evil | 
of life. They are engaged in removing the grime that may have accumulat-

Had Outstanding Career 


Director Of Pasteur Institute Dies 
After Long Illness 

Pierre Paul Emile Roux died in 
Paris at the age of 80 after a long 
and outstanding career as director of 
the Pasteur Institute and collabora- 
tor with Louis Pasteur in studies of 
bacteriology and diseases like diph- 
theria. 

He had guffered from tuberculosis 
for 40 years while a colleague, Dr. 
Albert Calmette, who died Oct. 29, 
struggled to find a cure for the dis- 
ease. ( 

To much of the world Dr. Roux 
seemed an ascetic recluse, for he ate 
simply, slept on a hard camp bed, and 
spent much of his time in research. 
From 1904 to 1918 he directed the 
Pasteur Institute. 

He studied infectious diseases and. 
hydrophobia and produced vaccines 
in collaboration with Pasteur and 
others for anthrax, dread cattle 
scourge. He aided also in the develop- 
ment of diphtheria toxins. With Dr. 
Behring he received the Nobel prize 
for their work on serum therapeutics.

Leaving Pacific For Summer 


U.S, Fleet Is Ordered To Concentrate 
In Atlantic 


The United States fleet will be con- 
centrated in the Atlantic next spring 
for the first time in almost four years. 

President Roosevelt authorized the 
first line of defence to start steatning 
from the Pacific to the east coast 
after the winter months. It will re- 
turn to the Pacific in the fall. 

The fleet, comprising the battle and 
scouting forces—the latter formerly 
known as the Atlantic fleet—have 
been stationed in the Pacific since the 
spring of 1932. ; 

During the past 18 months the 
navy has explained that the scouting 
force was kept ti the Pacific for rea~ 
~ons of operating economy. The:situa- 
tion in the far east was understood, 
however, to have played a consider- 
able part in the retengion of the full 
fleet in the Pacific. 

The reason given for the order to 
return was explained by Henry L. 
Roosevelt, assistant secretary of the 
navy, as a return to the fleet’s normal 
operating policy. 


Russia Must Recognize 
Fair Business Practice 

H. Stevens Raps Trade 
Methods Of Soviets 

Russia must come again to “a 
recognition of fair business practice” 
before the nations of the world -can 
do business on a normal basis with 
her, in the opinion of Hon. H. H. 
Stevens, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce. 

Russia, he said, had followe@ a 
practice of disposing of goods at “‘any 
price, cost or value’ which could be 
obtained. Until Russia abandoned, for 
instance, the “fall clause” in her con- 
tracts whereby ‘Soviet agents were 
empowered to sell below the price 
asked by any other nation, world 
countries could hardly be expected to 
trade with her normally. Relat‘ons 
with Russia had been “dislocated” by 
such trading practices as these. 

Mr. Stevens was guest speaker at 
the first dinner gathering of the 
junior board of trade of the city of 
Ottawa which come into being not 
long ago. 


Germany’s Political Prisoners 


Large Number Of Persons Held In 
Concentration Camps 
Figures published in Berlin show 
there are officially 22,000 persons in 
concentration camps throughout the 
Reich. Last July the official figures 
gave only 18,000, In July the figure 
of 12,000 prisoners was officially ad- 
mitted for Prussia. Today the figure 
is put at 15000. Last summer the 
Neuse Vorwaerts, the organ of the 
fugitive Socialists concentrated in 
Prague, asserted that its own esti- 
mates showed between 40,000 and 50,- 
000 political prisoners in German con- 
centration camps and an, equal num- 
ber in German jails, making an ap- 
proximate total of 80,000 or more. 
The official excuse for the camps is 
that they are intended as a tempor- 
ary measure “during the revolution” 
for the edutation of those who did not 
understand'the new Germany.

Stamp. collectors are always inter- 
ested in what are termed first flight 
cachets, a special cover bearing an 
impression to commemorate the in- 
auguration of ‘the first mail despatch- 
ed over the new route, To these cach- 
ets are affixed the air mail stamps. 
The practice among stamp collectors 
is to despatch a self-addressed envel- 
ope by the air mail. The Post Office 
Department carries this to Camsell 
River or Coppermine, as the case may |" 
be, and from there returns the envel- 
ope, with stamp properly cancelled, to 
the addressee. 

It is estimated that when the two 
mail service extensions begin several 
thotisand stamp collectors will buy 
the commemorative cachets. This will 
mean plenty of work for the postmas- 
ters at the remote offices at. Camsell 
River and Coppermine for they ‘will 
have to cancel the stamps on the 
stamped addressed envelopes which 
the collectors will enclose in the first 
flight cachets. : 

All the principal points in the 
Northwest Territories now have a 
regular air mail service summer and 
winter. Prior to November, 1929, 
when the air mail service was intro- 
duced to remote points in the Far 
North, such points had little contact 
with the outside world during the 
long winter months. Residents in the 
Northwest Territories ate now fairly 
well contacted with the rest of the 
world for in addition to receiving mail 
regularly many of them have radio 
receiving sets, and reception is excep- 
tionally good in.the North. Not only 
are the programs from the powerful 
stations in Canada-and the United’ 
States received, but others from the 
British Isles and Huropean countries 
are often heard. 


Several Causes For “Bumps” 


Device Perfected To Check Up On 
Jolts In Air 

Aviators meet with so much “bum- 
piness™ in the air that a device has 
been perfected to record on a numer- 
ical scale the extent to which this 
condition exists at any hour and place 
in the following degrees: 0, no bumps; 
1, slight bumps; 2, occasional bumps; 
8, bumpy; 4, very bumpy; 5, excep- 
tionally bumpy. When in the course 
of flight an airplane receives a jolt 
the experience is called a bump. This 
may be caused by one of the follow- 
ing conditions: Eddies and other ir- 
regularities produced in the horizon- 
tal flow of air by h'lls and mountains. 
Sterms, regardless of the state and 
configuration of the ground. Vertical 
currents set up as a result of irregu- 
far heating of the earth’s surface, 
such as the contrast between a green 
field and a tract of bare ground 
strongly heated by sunshine. This 
last condition is called a “heat bump” 
and is often traced to very small fea- 
tures of the ground such as Kighways, 
railroads, fields, forests, swamps, 
shore lines, ditches and the roofs of 
barns.

In the drawing-room of her home x 
at Heaton Chapel, near Manches- * 
ter, Miss Bradshaw has her newest st 
inventions set out on the carpet, and “ 
even on the piano stool, : 

Her four latest and most import- 


trating fog at sea or on land; an 
improved robot signalling apparatus, 
an anti-drowning life-jacket; and a 
thief alarm for unattended motor 
cars. 

With the curtains of the drawing- 
room closed, Miss Bradshaw demon- 
strated the capabilities of her lamp 
for penetrating fog or darkness. 

The lamp was built externally of 
copper, and with a series of lenses ‘ 
inside the “bull's eye.” 4 

Miss Bradshaw switched on the ea 
light and directed it to the farthest 
corner of the room. 

So powerful was the effect that 
a pin head on the wall could be seen 
quite plainly at a distance of 15 feet. 

The light itself was amber, and 
the current was taken from one of 
the ordinary wall sockets. 

“By using a more powerful lamp at 
sea,” declared Miss Bradshaw, “it 
would be possible to dispel fog for a 
distance of at least five ship-lengtths 
away. 

“That distance could be increascd 
by building. the entire lamp on a larg- 
er scale stilk 

“It has been ¢ested on the road 
by the Stockport police and two of 
the principal bus companies oper- 
ating in the North, and now the Min- 
istry of Transport has taken an in- 
terest in it.” 

Miss Bradshaw then showed her 
life-jacket, which is made of rubker 
and is fitted with four pockets. 

It is intended for use by life- 
guards at seaside places, and by ship- 
wrecked seamen and airmen, who are 
forced to come down on the water. 

By inflating a tube attached to the 
jacket it is always ready for an emer- 
gency. 

It is worn like a short wate>-proo‘, 
but as soon as the wearer gets into 
the water the lower edges sp-ead cut 
on the surface like a oircular lifcheit. 

This keeps the upper part of thao 
body erect and clear of the water 
entirely, and Miss Bradshaw claims 
that a non-swimmer could pad: 
about the water for days ‘if pecessar‘, 

One of the pockets is fitted with 
a. “baby” wireless transmitting sct 
so that an S.O.S. can be sent out. 

Another pocket contains a compass, 
a third a revolver, and the fcurth 
pocket is packed with foodstuffs. 

Miss Bradshaw further claims 
that she invented 12 years ago. a 
similar system of robot street signals 
to that which is in use today. ’ 

“I was born in New York,” she 
explained, “but came to England i 
when I was quite young. ™ 

“I have always been interested in 
the question of life-saving, whether 
ashore or afloat, and nearly all my 
ideas have that object behind them. 
Financial gain never concerns me. 

“According to the family history, I 
am remotely related, on my grand- 
mother’s side, to Edison.”
